PROPOSED STATE AID 
FOR LIBRARIES 


The Joint Boards of ILA and} 
ILTA on September 13, 1948 
endorsed a proposal to seek state | 
aid for Indiana public library de- 
velopment in the 1949 session of 
the State Legislature. 

The Joint Legislative Commit- 
tee is perfecting a measure which 
contains the following provisions: 

1. An appropriation of $500,000 

for each of the next two years, 
to be administered by the 
State Library under the con- 
trol of the Indiana Library 
and Historical Board. 


. From these funds State Aid 
Grants to be made to all pub- 
lic libraries supported in 
whole or in part by taxes and 
giving free service, as follows: 
20c per capita to libraries 
serving a population less than | 
75,000; 15c per capita to li- 
braries serving a population | 
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75,000 to 175,000; 10c per 
capita to libraries serving a 
population of more than 
175,000. Provided that local 
support is equal to at least 75c 
per capita, and that the local 
library complies with the Li- 
brary Certification Act. 

3. From the same funds and in 
addition to State Aid Grants, 
provision is made for Estab- 
lishment Grants covering 
service in new, unserved 
areas, to be made to libraries 
extending such new service

LIBRARY OF THE MONTH... 
WABASH 


The Wabash Carnegie Public Library has recently opened 


a newly remodeled Junior room. The former room was too 
small, 30 x 21 feet, lighting was inadequate, large beams pro- 
jected from the ceiling, and the cement floor was unattractive. 
Many plans for improvement had been nipped in the budget. 


The transformation began one evening when the librarian 
and her board members gathered a few tools and took out a 
partition which stood between the Junior room and a storage 
room. Items from the latter were removed to a small and rather 
inaccessible room which has proved to be satisfactory for 


storage. 


The new 30 by 50 foot Junior room has light green walls forming an enhancing background for dark oak stacks, black and red 
tile floor and bone white woodwork. The acoustical ceiling, which now conceals the beams, is studded with fifteen lights, and 
draperies of rose, cream and grey stripes blend with the colorful books. Paper drapes, simulating cloth, were chosen in the virtue 
of economy and sanitation, but their soft rich tones add to rather than detract from the appointments. Miss Della Tilman, the head 
librarian, is to be commended for her accomplishment of this project.
